NEW YORK, July 5.—(4)—Swift 
gestures of harmony began consolidat- 
ing the nation’s democracy behind 
Franklin D. Roosevelt today and rais- 
ing the possibility of a Roosevelt- 
Smith ticket in New York. 

A Tammany movement to nominate 
Alfred E. Smith for a fifth term as 
governor was described by the Eve- 
ning Post. All of Tammany’s spokes- 
men were absent and Smith still main- 
.tained his silence at the home of a 
son. 

Governor Roosevelt spent a busy 
day, announcing a vacation yacht trip, 
expressing pleasure at the ompli- 
mentary statement of the independent 


republican, Senator Johnson, of Cali- 
fornia, rg lanning to come here this 
week- end. ere was immediate specu- 
lation as * whether a conference 
would be held between Smith and 
Roosevelt. 

In Boston, Mayor James Curley. 
ardent Roosevelt supporter, tendered 
the olive branch to Governor Joseph 
B. Ely, stanch Smith partisan. Curley 
said not only would he support Ely 
for re-election, but he regarded it as 
“clearly the duty” of Ely to run again. 

J propose to do everything pos- 
sible for his (Roosevelt’s) success,’ 
said Curley, “and under the circum- 
stances I am not a candidate for gov- 
ernor and will support whomsoever is 
nominated.” 

The powerful O'Connell brothers, Ed 
and Dan, of Albany, who swung their 
forces behind Smith at Chicago, treat- 
ed for peace by arranging an official 
welcome to be held there Thursday 
for Roosevelt. 

Mayor John Boyd Thacher, who 
voted for Smith on all four of the 
convention ballots, will be the prin- 
cipal speaker. 

A possible bar to a fifth term for 
Smith in the governor's chair was 
seen in the general understanding that 
Roosevelt desired Lieutenant Governor 
Herbert Lehman to succeed him. Leh- 
man, however, has been friendly both 
to Smith and Roosevelt and a sacri- 
fice on his part should party harmony 
be benefited was not regarded as im- 
probable. As a convention delegate 
Lehman voted for Roosevelt. 

A more likely barrier would be 
Smith's reluctance to retrace his steps 
and again run for governor after 
aspiring to the presidency. 

A brief period of rest and relaxa- 
tion was in prospect for democracy's 
key men before the campaign swings 
into its full stride. 

Next Monday Governor Roosevelt 
and his four sons will put out from 
Long Island in a 40-foot yawl for a

Further Conference With 
Hoover May Iron Out 
Differences on Bill.

WASHINGTON, July 5.— 0 — 
Congressional leaders agreed tonight 
at a hurriedly chlled White House 
conference to withhold action on the 
82.100, 000,000 unemployment relief 
bill in an effort to reach a compro- 
mise tomorrow with President oo- 
ver. 

Cutting legislative corners to save 
time, the president called party lead- 
ers from both house and senate and 
warned them he would veto the com- 
promise relief bill in its present form. 

After a conference of more than 
two hours which lasted through the 
usual dinner hour, house leaders 
agreed to withhold action on the re- 
lief bill conference report and to con- 
fer with President Hoover and senate 
leaders at the White House in the 
morning in an effort to work out a 
bill that President Hoover would ac- 


cept. 

88 and weary legislators 
rushed out of the White House long 
after 8 o'clock with the word that no 
agreement had been reached tonight. 
A few minutes later a White House 
statement said there was a “general 
disposition” to “reach a compromise 
acceptable to all.” 

Chief Objections. 

Conferees said President Hoover’s 
chief objections to the present form 
of the relief bill were the features 
providing for loans to individuals; the 
allotment of relief funds on the basis 
of population, and the provision for 
public works. 

Chief stress was laid by the presi- 
dent of the liberal wording of the bill 
authorizing loans to individuals for 
any purpose dealing with commerce, 
industry, agriculture or employment. 

“President Hoover absolutely would 
not stand for that,” one of the group 
said. 

This was one of the provisions of 
the Garner bill which passed the 
house, but had not been stressed by

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WORLD CIRGLERS 
HOP FOR GERMANY 
AFTER FOG BATTLE 


Mattern and Griffin Over- 
shoot Harbor Grace But 
Return and Soon Re- 
sume Speed Ef fort. 


HARBOR GRACE, N. F., July 5. 
— Captain Bennett Griffin and 
James Mattern were over the broad 
Atlantic tonight, headed for Europe 
on the second leg of their projected 
round-the-world flight against time 
and the record of Wiley Post and 
Harold Gatty. 

The two American fliers, who left 
New York early today and reached 
Harbor Grace after being lost in fog 
banks that left them three hours be- 
hind the record holders at this point, 
had refreshments, refuelled and with- 
in approximately two hours more 
were headed east. 

At their departure from New York, 
the fliers said the weather was per- 
fect. As they neared Nova Scotia 
they encountered the fog. They tried 
to climb over it and then to get un- 
der it, but finally were forced to fly 
blindly for an hour and a half. 


Weather Is Bad. 


The weather at Harbor Grace was 
very bad, worse, in fact, than any 
other day an ocean plane came here. 

After taking on refreshments for 
their long ocean hop, the fliers got 
away at 4:49 p. m., eastern standard 
time. They said they hoped to make 
Berlin or some other European port 
in 15 hours, although they took on 
sufficient gasoline for 25 4 fly- 
ing. 

Before their departure from Harbor 
Grace reports were received that bad 
weather extended half across the 
ocean but that the remainder of the 
way was experiencing fair weather. 

They hoped to break the mark of 
Post and Gatty, whose record for a 
round the world flight is eight days, 
15 hours and 51 minutes:. Post and 
Gatty’s time from New York to Har- 
bor Grace was six hours and 54 min- 
utes, while the time of Griffin and 
Mattern for the same leg was 10 
hours and 37 minutes. 


Plenty of Confidence. 


Armed with plenty of confidence 
and a “make it or bust” spirit the 
two fliers left New York at dawn 
this morning. They had no radio, 
lifeboat, parachutes or fire extin- 
guishers. 

Their itinerary called for Harbor 
Grace as the first stop. Then across 
the ocean to Ireland, across Europe 
to Siberia, across Asia and then up 
the north Pgcific to Alaska and down 
the North American continent home. 

Mattern has had an adventurous 
career. He started out as a drummer 
in an orchestra aboard a ship on the 
Pacific. He became an army pilot in 
Honolulu and then went to Browns- 
ville, Texas, where he flew cargoes 
of fish to Mexico City. 

World Barnstormer. 

Finding this lacked adventure he 
barnstormed all over the world. A

. M. HOWARD, 75, 
DIES IN AUGUSTA 


Former Congressman of 
Eight District Suc- 
cumbs to Long Illness. 


AUGUSTA, Ga. July 5.—(>)— 
William M. Howard, 75, prominent 
Augusta attorney and former con- 
gressman, died at his home here to- 
night after a long illness, 


Funeral services will be held Thurs-, 


day at Lexington, Ga., followed by 
burial in the family plot. 

Mr. Howard was a member of the 
law firm of Callaway & Howard here 
for a number of years. His asso- 
ciate, Judge E. H. Callaway, died a 
short time ago. 

Mr. Howard represented the eighth 
Georgia district in congress from 1879 
o 1911 and was regarded as one of 
the most able and eloquent members 
of the house. 

President Taft appointed him a 
member of the tariff commission. Mr. 
Howard also was a regent of the 
Smithsonian Institution during his 
service in congress and became a 
trustee of the Carnegie Eudowment 
for International Peace at the time 
of its organization. 

He was a native of Berwick City, 
St. Mary’s parish, Louisiana. 
graduated from the University of 
Georgia in 1877 and was admitted to 
the bar in 1880. His first law prac- 
tice was at Lexington, Ga., where he 
became solicitor-general of 'the north- 
ern judiciary circuit of Georgia. 

In 1 he married Miss Augusta 
C. King, who, with two sons and a 
sister, survives, The sons are Henry 
G. Howard, of Augusta, and William 
K. Howard, of Lexington. The sister 
is Mrs. Florence Hempstead, of Mo- 
bile, Ala. 

Mr. Howard had been a resident 
of Augusta 18 years, coming here 
shortly after he retired from congress. 
He was a leading member of counsel 
in the case in which the supreme 
court of Georgia decided that the eity 
of Augusta had the legal right to 
operate a boat line on the Savannah 
river. He later was chairman of the 
Savannah river development commis- 
sion and represented the city at many 
rate hearings in Washington. 


Professor R. C. Little, 55, widely 
snown in Atlanta educational circles 
and formerly an instructor in the 
Boys’ High school, was killed early 
Tuesday morning when his automobile 
collided with a heavily-laden- truck 
five miles west of Tallahassee, Fla.

LAUSANNE, Switzerland, July 5. 
(P)—Premier Edouard Herriot, of 
France, declared tonight that either 
the United States must revise war 
debts to fit the reparations agreement 
being negotiated at the Lausanne con- 
ference or Germany must continue 
paying under the Young plan. 

This declaration climaxed a day of 
negotiations which led nowhere, Ger-

Wage Bill Vetoed _ 
By President Hoover 


WASHINGTON, July 5.—(?)— 
President Hoover today wielded his 
veto power, sending back to the sen- 
ate without approval a measure ex- 
panding upon an existing law requir- 
ing that wages paid to laborers and 
mechanics on public building projects 
be equal to the prevailing wages in 
that section. 

The chief executive returned the 
bill almost without comment, his veto 
message consisting of only 55 words. 
He did attach to it, however, a 
lengthy memorandum by Secretary 
Doak, of the labor department, stat- 
ing his objections to it. 

Doak contended the measure would 
place upon the department of labor 
a burden that would require large ad- 
ditional expenditures to settle need- 
less disputes. 

„The bill should not be approved,”

new bureaucracy across the country.”

REAL ESTATE’S TAX BURDEN. 
Specific suggestions for relieving 


the unequal tax burden carried by 


real estate are contained in the ad- 
dress made before the annual con- 
vention of the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards by Senator 
Seabury C. Mastick, chairman of the 
New York state commission for re- 
vision of tax laws. 

In urging a national co-ordinating 


commission to consider the present: 
relations between the revenue sys- 
tems of the federal government and 


the various state governments, Sen- 
ator Mastick holds that the new 
billion-and-a-quarter federal tax bill, 
with its overlapping of federal and 
state taxation in such clauses as the 
gasoline tax, has made the whole tax 
situation hive complicated than 
ever before. : 

Using his own state as an exam- 
ple of the inequality of the present 


system, Senator Mastick points out 


that while real estate in New York 
represents only 30 per cent of the 


‘wealth of the state, it carries 70 per 


cent of the taxes, thereby ‘creating 


, a situation which leads to undesira- 


ble social and economic effects, dis- 
coutages home ownership, contrib- 
utes to the unfortunate condition of 
the farmers, adds to the burden of 
carrying on mercantile and manufac- 
turing business and affects the pros- 
perity of the state and localities in 
numerous ways.“ 

In greater ot, less degree a simi- 
lar situation exists in the other 
states of the Union. Already, on the 
ground that economical local gov- 


‘ ernment will mean lower ad valorem 


taxes, several states have passed 
laws controlling local tax expendi- 


_ tures, these laws being based gen- 


erally on the principle that a veto 
or amendatory power over bond 
issues and budgets should be given 
to some authority outside the 
sphere of local influence. Among 
such states are North Carolina, West 
Virginia, Indiana, lowa and New 


Mexico. 
Under the North Carolina law, be- 


fore bonds or notes can be issued 
_by or in behalf of any county or 


incorporated community, a state 
commission must consider whether 
such bonds or notes are necessary 
or whether they will place too heavy 
a burden upon the taxpayers. 

In other states efforts are being 
made to make ad valorem taxes 


lighter through increased state tax 


returns from other sources. With 
such aid the counties could lower 
their tax rates and there would re- 
sult a more equitable condition of 
taxation. 

In seeking to lighten the tax bur- 
den on real estate through the light- 
ening of governmental costs and the 
elimination of governmental waste 
and extravagance, the New York 
state tax commission has recom- 
mended the adoption of the follow- 
ing plan of control: 

That every local authority with 
power to raise or expend public funds 
shall prepare a proper budget; that 
the state shall provide for a local gor- 
ernment board with the power of pre- 
scribing appropriate budget systems, a 
periodic audit, of examining all local 
budgets with special reference to their 
provisions for debt service, deficiencies

ANYWAY LET US KEEP THINGS 
AS DRY AS WE CAN. 

Assume for the sake of the argu- 
ment, if there were any argument, 
that I still had a few friends when 
we last defined the effects of alcohol 
here. You assume that—I never do. 
I believe it makes for accuracy in 
my teachings if I frankly acknowl- 
edge I haven't a friend in the world, 
except my girl friend, for when you 
have no friends who will indulgently 
overlook your mistakes you have to 
watch your step. When I asserted 
here that alcohol is never a stimulant, 
never a tonic or bracer or builder or 
strengthener, but always a depressant, 
a muddler, au inhibitor, an addler, a 
weakener from first to last, probably 1 
relinquished all hope of entering con- 
gress, but I promoted aridity in this 
country, and that, I think, is effective 
health betterment. 

If everybody knew what I know 
about alcohol we could abolish the 
onerous amendment and all enforce- 
ment acts and nobody would be any 
better off. Perhaps that would be the 
best solution of the problem. Ter 
years of education—particularly in the 
subject of physiology in the common 
schools—would make everybody as 
dry as I am. 

Dr. H. M. Vernon, English physiol- 
ogist, determined by careful measure- 
ments that there is an interval of one- 
fifth second between the reception of 
an impression on the retina and the 
response of muscles of hand or foot 
on steering wheel or brake. Then he 
found that a pint of beer, a glass of 
wine or drink of whisky slows the 
reaction time down to three-fifths or 
four-fifths second. This genuine de- 
pression produced by the “stimulant” 
is present and measureable for hours 
after the alcohol is taken. It far ont- 
lasts the temporary flush the drinker 
feels from a drink or two. An auto- 
mobile traveling 35 miles an hour will 
go 25 to 30 feet farther in three-fifths 
of a second. Plenty of room there for 
accidents, even though the driver is 
absolutely not “intoxicated” in the or- 
dinary sense of the term. 


Efficiency is the great modern vir- 
tue. Athletes ambitious to excel do 
not resort to alcoholic “stimulants.” 
Great industries sack employes who 
are discovered drinking. Big business 
executives make short shrift of em- 
ployes who.betray their fondness for 
zin. Locomotive drivers are let out 
when caught patronizing speakeasies 
or other dispensaries in their hours 
off duty. There is no sentiment or 
prejudice in all this. It is the atti- 
tude imposed upon us by hard facts: 

Not until we can contrive to break

Sacrifice Bidding and 
End-Plays 


Overbidding is an essential element 
of successful contract when your op- 
ponents hold the stronger cards. For- 


tunate, indeed, are you if you hold 
hands rich in distributional values, 
even though they have a paucity of 
honor-tricks. The possession of long 
suits and unusual distribution fre- 
quently justifies the taking of 4 pay- 
ing penalty, rather than permitting 
our opponents ta score more heavily 
y fulfilling their own contract. 

An illustration of the truth of this 
occurred in a recent Rubber game at 
a New York bridge club on the fol- 
lowing hand:

Until Mr. Hoo- 
ver speaks, final judgment must be 
reserved, I made no prediction except 
that the eighteenth amendment would 
not be repealed.”
